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LOCAL MEN FOR LOCAL MATTERS 


There will be very general approval of the position taken by 
President Coolidge in rejecting as a national policy the practice of 
‘ giving federal officials a leave of absence in order that they may 
temporarily fill local administrative offices. The subject came up for 
discussion because of the “lending” of General Smedley D. Butler, 
of the marines, to the city of Philadelphia, where he has been serv- 
ing as director of public safety—in other words, enforcer of the 
police laws. In a statement attributed to a spokesman for the White 
House, it was asserted that hereafter the president will,veto requests 
that officers of the permanent military service be granted leave of 
absence for the purpose mentioned. 
ere are a number of good reasons why such leaves should 
be refused. The one given at the White House is that if a federal 
‘officer is given special leave in order to occupy a local office, the 
national administration is connected, in the public mind at least, with 
the local administration. That is, so long as the leave of absence 1s 
granted, it is assumed that the national administration approves of 
the manner in which the official is performing his local duties. Can- 
cellation of the leave would be interpreted as a disapproval of the 
service he was rendering locally. It is inevitable that the national 
government becomes more or less responsible for tke local admin- 
istration. 

But there is another reason, perhaps more important than that 
given at the White House, why such an arrangement is not wise. 
The people of Philadelphia are or are not capable of self govern- 
ment. If they are, they ought to be able to elect or appoint or em- 
ploy some one of their own citizens to head their department of 
gublic safety. -If they are not capable of self government, then our 

~ system of local self government is fundamentally unsound and ought 
to be abandoned. Philadelphia ought to be ashamed to appeal to 
the national government for some one to run her local affairs. Gen- 
eral Butler is undoubtedly a man of superior ability, but if he is the 
‘only man who can enforce law and uphold order in Philadelphia, 
then that city is in a very bad way, indeed.

Bridge Work 


Is Progressing 


Tt was not possible to commence 
work on Piers 5, 6. 7 and S until) 
this time that the Seuthern Pacific 
company granted the right to cross} 
their property Immediately after 
the right of way was granted con 
struction was commenced on Pier 5. 
At this pier there is now. practically 
completed a large timber and clay 
bulkhead, completely surrounding the 
pier. The area inside of this bulk- 
head will be pumped out” and the 
concrete of the pier poured upon a 
wooden pile foundation, 


The wooden 
piles have all been driven and about 
November 10 the pouring of concrete 
commenced, Pier 5 is one of the 
major piers of the bridge and is lo- 
cated on the south bulkhead line of 
the straits. Piers 6, 7 and & are 
smaller viaduct piers across the 
marsh Jand owned by the Southern 
Pacifie. The construction of these 
piers will follow the completion of 
Pier 5. 

In order to construct Pier 5 it was 
necessary to remove or re-algn the 
trestle approach to the construction 
dock. This work has been completed, 

There has been expended on Unit 
D, Piers 1-5 to 12.) inclusive, the 
amount of $33.000, 

Unit I covers the work necessary 
to construct the 


large south tower 
pier of the bridge. This) work ine 
volved the construction and sinking 
of one of the largest 
ccofferdams ever Inilt. 
tion and

After it was in its final position the 
material enclosed by the four walls 
of the structure was dredged out by 
Gamehell buckets. After the dredg- 
ings was completed 225 concrete piles 
and 101 heavy piles 
driven in such a manner that) their 
tops are now from 45 to 50 feet be- 
low the water surface of the strait. 
The next work in order on this pier 
is the pouring, under water, of 3,500 
yards of cencrete inside of the cof- 
ferdam structure and over the tops 
of the driven piles. In order to pour 
this concrete it is necessary to de 
posit the material through two 12 
inch steel pipes whose tops are above 
high water and whose bottoms reach 
the floor of the cofferdam. These 
pipes are called tremie pipes and 
are each hung from the end cf a 
derrick boom. The derricks for the 
handling of the tremie pipe are now 
set and ready for operation. The ma- 
terial, derricks, rock and sand bunk- 
ers and concrete plant are installed 
and ready for work.

7 7-S-inch heavy chain and the de- 
sign and construction of six immense 
steel piles, each 120) feet long and 
weighing 380. tons. In addition to 
this equipment, it has been necessary 
to engage the services of two power- 
ful towboats, a large floating derrick 
barge, two large working barges, a 
heavy floating pile driver capable. of 
lifting and driving the 30-ton steel 
piles and various other smaller ap- 
paratus. 

All of this equipment is now on 
the job. November 5 marked the 
completion of the laying of anchors 
and chains, and two of the large 
steel piles were received. The work 
or setting and anchoring the piles 
will bo rushed to an early comple- 
tion.

Active Service Soon 


Ten days was set as the time 
needed for putting the New Orleans. 
ferry boat launched yesterday at 
Twentieth and Illinois streets in San 
Francisco, in shape for active service 
by J. J. Tynan, general manager af 
the Bethlehem = Shipbuilding com- 
pany, who acted as host to the Rich- 
mond men who attended the cere- 
mony. 


The boat is to be one of those that 
are to run between San Francisco 
and Richmond in the ferry service 
that is to be established after the 
first of the year. In all, three boats 
will be put in service. One of these 
has already been completed and the 
third ship will be finished around 
January 20, Tynan said. This com- 
pletes the building prveram a month 
ahead of time.
